The six-vear program. submitted to the council sev-
eral weeks ago. was designed by ity Manager Edward
J. Ferraro, Finance Director Wilkam Dundore, and oth-
er cily officials to provide several facilities and im-
provements long needed in the city.

The plan calls for 2 $12 million general obligation
bond |issue--to be submitted to voters in April, 1966,
if the program is adopted. A leasing svstem for some
of the major facilities. airpor! revenue bonds, and gen-
eral yevenues would zccount for the remainder of the
$29 million. As it now stands. the program does not
call fyr any general increase in property taxes.

The City Council has approved the initial phase of

the plan-—at least in principle—and asked its commit-|

tees, ydvisory commissions, and citizens' groups to take
& careful jook at the entire program.
Among the projects included in the program are
a new civic auditorium, a major regional library, an
18-hole municipal golf course. additions to the city's
police and fire facilities, 2 regional park. and improve-
ments at all of the city's neighborhood parks.
Numerous traffic signals, storm drains, and street
projedts also are included in the budget.
